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EDITOR'S INTRODUCTION: REMEMBERING THE WHIMSY

The last issue of Penny-Wise proved a good deal more controversial than I 
would have imagined in advance. Sure, some contributors, your Editor included, 
made some bold statements; but the volume and breadth of reader displeasure caught 
ns by surprise. I came to open my mail not with anticipation, but with apprehension. 
(The first-hand criticisms came by mail; the second- and third-hand ones tended to 
arrive by phone, from other EAC members and officers, whose comments usually began 
with a tentative, "have you been hearing some comments about...?"). I want to 
assure everyone that v/e have taken certain steps, by way of editorial policies 
as outlined in the "Letters" section of this issue, to address legitimate 
grievances; but beyond that, I would humbly suggest that we may be taking ourselves 
too seriously. 

We can be proud of the systematic contributions to knowledge concerning the 
early coppers which have appeared first in these pages; but we need not take 
everything which is said herein in a spirit of deadly earnest. Just as Dr. Sheldon 
described his revision of Early American Cents as a "lighthearted task — almost a 
whimsy, " we need to remember that sense of whimsy. We ' re not solving the problems 
of the world in these pages. And we're not enemies, but friends. Furthermore, we 
are collectors. 

Collectors: fix that word in your consciousness. Remove any hyphenated 

qualifiers, especially -investors, as a first step to avoid taking the game too 
seriously. Remember that the word collector, as it applies to you, is more than 
just a label: it defines an outlook, whereby you follow that acquisitive whimsy 

which is yours alone. Particular care must be taken to examine yourself for any 
of the several grim stereo-types which, through sheer power of repetition, have 
taken on a life of their owm in contemporary numismatics — such as the Tangible 
Assets Panacea, the Quality-Is-Everything Panacea, or Heaven forbid, the Slab 
Panacea. These may be successful marketing tools, but they create too compelling 
a diversion between the collector and his object of desire to be good for pure 
collecting. In short, they are antithetical to the whimsy. 

As you know, I approached this same topic from a slightly different direction 
in my November "Introduction," and Coin World , in an editorial reply, called me a 
snob. C'est la vie. I suppose they were thinking of the large cent collecting 
tradition — but I never asserted an exclusive merit for early American coppers; I 
don't collect them exclusively myself. I'd be very happy to see a few more 
collectors of clad quarters, if that is where their whimsy leads them. 

It's the particular marriage of solid amateur scholarship and sheer good fun 
which has earned Penny-Wise its reputation. Vfe should not only remember that, and 
"honor the whimsy" in these pages, but carry that spirit into the troubled 
numismatic world outside.

A recent correspondent asked me about the sources and accuracy of the rarity 
and condition census information used by Jack Robinson in his "Copper Quotes." I 
replied that, as to accuracy, Jack does a good job at trying to shoot at a 
continually amoving target. He confers with Del Bland and Denis Loring on the early 
date cents, with Bob Grellman on the late date cents, and with other consultants 
on half cents. For the middle dates, the most recent figures reported by Jack were 
the result of an entire day the two of us put in together back in September, 1986, 
going over my census figures. I have continued to update my figures, and the most 
recent rarity and census information for the middle dates, as of November, 1987, 
follows :

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THE OPPORTUNITY TO PARTICIPATE 
John G. Fettinger 

With forty-four major collections and 10,311 specimens presently listed 
in THE SCORE, progress in recording early date varieties during the past two 
years is apparent. Statistically this information is still inconclusive but 
it does demonstrate a serious recording effort that merits cooperation. Further- 
more, if each of the 210 Rl, R2, R3, and R4 varieties is estimated to have too 
many specimens to assign a reliable maximum count, then the possibility exists 
of assembling several times the number of collections already reported. 

Admittedly, the prices these coins coitmand, personal interest in other 
collecting endeavors, and a required minimum of 150 varieties also affect the 
number of major collections formed and reported. Nevertheless, a conservative 
estimate indicates a potential growth of THE SCORE by another 75%, though this 
achievement is not guaranteed by the present level of reporting. 

The success of past attempts to conduct an early date census had been 
marginal. The effort was great but response vas limited. THE SCORE policy for 
sharing information has therefore been and will continue to be on a "give to 
get" basis. This policy may not satisfy the expectations of those excluded but 
it is necessary to ensure hearing from collectors who would not otherwise report. 

If you own at least one hundred early date varieties, send me a list of the 
net numerical grade of your best specimen for each variety. Despite any past 
reluctance you may have had about disclosing such information, your help is needed 
at this time so all significant collections can be recorded. Please report even 
though your variety total may not qualify for "major" status. If the number of 
major collections reported is limited but there is good response from intermediate 
size (?) collections, perhaps an alternative format can be developed to provide 
participants with rank position information. Your response will determine what 
will be done! 

Each of us has the right to stand alone and remain silent about the early 
dates we hold for the brief time they are in our custody. This condition has 
prevailed over 125 years of large cent collecting, and today's prudence about 
security requires that we continue to use much discretion. However, we must also 
recognize that a reluctance to share information has resulted in the limited data 
currently available. Our combined efforts can correct this deficiency. The 
choice is up to you! If you really feel that information should be shared, you 
must start sharing. Please let me hear from you.

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LATE DATE CENT UPDATE 


Bob Grellman 

No new varieties were discovered, no old ones were delisted, and no significant 
finds were reported in the last two months. But a new book has been published. The 
second edition of the Attribution Guide for United States Large Cents 1840-1857 is 
now ready for delivery. See the full-page ad in this issue for details. 

The new book is a deluxe hardbound edition that updates and expands Volumes 
I and II of the first edition. Those earlier volumes were good (they won Numismatic 
Literary Guild honors as Best U.S. Coin Book in 1986 and 1987) , but the second 
edition is much better. Consolidated in a single 416-page book is the most 
accurate, most comprehensive information ever published on the cents of 1840-1857. 

This edition includes the proof -only issues, a glossary of terms, and a condition 
census for the rarest non-proof varieties. 

Which brings me to the purpose of this update: I need your help to keep the 

census current. The book includes condition census information for the following 
18 varieties: 43N17, 46N21, 46N23, 47N34, 47N36, 48N26, 48N30, 48N32, 48N33, 

48N34, 48N36 , 48N42, 48N44, 5IN35, 51N36, 5IN40, 51N42, and 56N22. If you haven't 
already done so, please let me know what you have from this list. This is especially 
important for pieces that would fall at or near the top of the census for a given 
variety. And don't assume it takes a mint state example to qualify. Only 8 of 
the top 18 varieties are known in mint state, and 2 varieties are unknown above VF. 

A new (December 1987) isssue of Common Cents , the "who's got what" list for 
late date cents, was recently released by J. R. Frankenf ield . Fourteen examples 
of 1847 N-36 were reported by the collectors participating in the list. Based 
on this reported population, you might conclude the variety isn't particularly 
rare. I strongly disagree. The vast majority of pieces claimed as N-36 and 
submitted to me for verification have turned out to be the much more common N-37. 

Even the "N-36" offered in the 1986 R. S. Brown sale was really N-37. I have 
verified only six examples of N-36: 45 (REN) , 40 (JR) , 20 (Starr lot 544) , 

20 (Starr lot 1845) , 7 (JRF) , and 6 (RFL) . If you believe you have an example 

of 47N36 to add to this list, please send it to me for verification or bring 
it to the EAC Convention in Los Angeles. My address is in Swaps and Sales.

The book, 
put together by Stack's, has pictures of 91 different Sheldon varieties which 
are all condition census coins. It also included color pictures of the second- 
finest Si "AMERI" and a proof S-6, the finest known. 


One of the stories related by Mr. Halpern was about a visit he had from Ted 
Naftzger. After seeing his collection, Mr. Naftzger told him it was the second- 
best collection of large cents he had ever seen (next to his own) . Mr. Naftzger 
had brought all of his 1793 cents with him; these were all laid out on a ping-pong 
table next to Hy's 1793s. All told, they counted 73 cents of that year — probably 
the largest group of that date to come together in several decades! 

Mr. Halpern also related that, when Dave Bowers found out that the Halpern 
cents wculd be auctioned in March, he postponed the sale of the Norweb large cents 
from March to November. 

All-in-all, it was an extremely interesting hour, and we thank Mr. Halpern 
for taking the time to speak to us.

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I had announced the meeting date as December 4, 1987 in the September Penny- 
Wise on the assumption that the coin show ran Friday through Sunday. My apologies 
to the EAC'er who stopped by Don Valenziano's table looking for the meeting on 
Friday. Next time I will check my calendar to be sure of the dates. 

After the customary introductions. Jack Robinson gave a presentation about 
Copper Quotes by Robinson (CQR) . He began by outlining the process used to update 
CQR. The process begins by generating a computer printout of the current CQR which 
is distributed to Chris McCawley, Doug Bird, Del Bland, and others for their comments 
regarding changes in copper prices. Jack also uses a copy of the printout as a 
worksheet annotating it with information from auctions and fixed price lists. 

Jack runs the McLaughlin and Robinson copper auctions and attends most major auctions 
with copper lots. At auctions he takes notes on the grade of each copper lot, each 
lot's condition (choice, average or scudzy) , and who the buyers and underbidders 
were. This information is used in conjunction with prices realized to update 
values in CQR. Jack want on to talk about future changes in CQR. The changes 
will include ordering the late date cents by Newccmb number rather than cent number, 
modified rarity estimates for late date large cents, and additional annotation for 
varieties where planchet quality or strike is an important consideration in grading 
or determining condition. 

The meeting ended with a discussion of why a lot of new members do not renew 
their EAC memberships. The following reasons for dropping out were suggested: 

1) Variety collecting is not for everyone and it takes a few months for a new 
EAC'er to determine if it is right for him; and 2) Some new collectors do a lot 
of buying before they learn EAC grading and are disappointed with the results. 

Members present at the meeting stressed the importance of new members getting 
involved in EAC by attending meetings, including the annual convention, and seeking 
out other EAC'ers to provide advice about grading and attribution. 

The next mid-Atlantic EAC regional meeting is planned for Saturday February 27, 
1988, at 12:30 p.m. at the Baltimore convention center, in conjunction with the 
Suburban Washington/Baltimore Coin Show. At the meeting Jim Young will speak on 
collecting early date large cents.

Many 
types of errors were presented, including laminated coins, double-struck coins, and 
brockages. I supplemented John's display with a favorite error coin from my own 
collection, a choice VF 1798 large cent symmetrically double-struck on obverse and 
reverse — two full heads and two full wreaths! 
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John then set up his photography equipment to take pictures of some of Jim 
McGuigan's fabulous Norweb half cents. I may not know much about half cents, but I 
sure know quality when I see it — Jim has every right to be proud of such spectacular 
early copper] 

The meeting was attended by David L. Vagi, a reporter with Coin World . He 
personally collects ancients, and it happened that John Wright also brought many 
exciting examples of ancients from his collection. 

It had originally been planned to hold a whist match on 1796s at the meeting, 
involving Bob and TOm Matthews, John Wright, Ken Mote, Joe Tomasko, and me. 
Unfortunately, the Matthews had left their coins back in Howell, so we adjourned 
to there at the conclusion of the meeting — only to find that Joe brought the wrong 
box, having left his '96s locked up back at the show. Additionally, John remaxned 
behind to photograph more coins. So in the end, in a truly unique match in which 
we let Joe play by memory, it was Joe and Ken in a tie for second, and the Matthews 
and ire in a tie for first — a very loose format, but fun nonetheless. 


AJ is a forum for ail of your questions — great or small — about old coppers 
or EAC. Your questions will get answers (sometimes not too swiftly) and those of 
most general interest will be published here for everyone. Do let me hear from you] 


AJ 72: A colleague has an 1822 N-12 with a rotated reverse (about 270 degrees). 

Has this been seen on other examples of this variety? No mention of rotated 
reverses was found in any of my references. 

ANS: In writing me about your friend's crosswise 1822 N-12 cent, you're talking to 

the only person I know who collects crossways and upside-down reverses on large 
cents. Does this occur on other examples of this or other large cent varieties? 
Yes. I have a Good 1822 N-12 with reverse crosswise left. And I've seen (that I 
can recall) the following crosswise and upside-down reverses on cents before 1837. 

I have noticed but have not recorded others after 1840. I don't generally bother 
with rotations of less than 60-70 degrees. In the list below, 'L' is crosswise 
left, 'R' is crosswise right, and 'U' is upside-down (=British alignment, top-to- 
top) . Anything within 10-20 degrees of a cardinal position matches the position. 
For example, rotated 80 degrees counterclockwise is 'L' and rotated 190 degrees 
counterclockwise is 'U'.

Convention income/outgo exceeds this considerably. These 
figures are checks I wrote and deposits I made in 1987 on 
behalf of the EAC Annual Convention. 

This is money paid to our printer. It is about fifty percent 
more than last year because PENNY-WISE has had larger issues 
with more pictures than was our custom in prior years. 

All P-W costs not paid to our printer — down 50% from last year. 

ANA dues, insurance, membership servicing, etc. Down 40% from 
last year. We no longer carry liability insurance since the 
rates went up twenty-fold in two years. Spending $4,000 a year 
to protect $30,000 total assets would be poor stewardship indeed. 

A note is in order here on expense reimbursement for EAC business. 
We do reimburse documented out-of-pocket expenses for carrying on 
EAC functions. We make maximum use of volunteer labor and other 
contributions. We DO NOT pay officers or any other volunteers for 
articles in PENNY-WISE, for their time, for mileage, or for their 
expenses in getting to or attending EAC meetings regardless of 
where such meetings are held. By all of us being generous with 
our time- and services, we can keep EAC dues to a reasonable level. 
We try to peg dues-levels to the cost of printing and mailing 
PENNY-WISE and expect all other income to cover all other expenses.

In addition to quality and variety, this fantastic collection features a wealth of magnificent pedigrees, many reaching 
well back into the 19th Century. The Large Cent field has always been noted for its pedigreed coins, and, like all major 
collections in any coin field, the Halpern Collection has grown by acquisition of important specimens from the great 
collections of the past. The legendary names roll forth from the pages of the catalogue like a pageant of the history of 
Large Cent collecting: George Seavey, Lorin G. Parmelee, Charles I. Bushnell, John G. Mills, Sylvester Crosby, Ed 
Frossard, George M. Parsons, Harlan P. Smith, DeWitt Smith, T. Harrison Garrett, Richard Winsor, Andrew C. Zabriskie, 
Matthew A. Stickney, Carl Wurtzbach, Dr. Thomas Hall, John Story Jenks, David Proskey, William Woodin, H.O. Gran-

Harry Schwartz Raises a Question 

Frequently in the pages of Penny-Wise you will see off-hand statements such as, 
"Harry Schwartz garnered Lot 393 against strenuous bidding for $1800. Congratulations, 
Harry, who needs only two more for his Newcomb set. But c'mon Harry, it's only an 
R4!" Or, "Harry Schwartz picked a nice VG 1828 N-10 out of a dealer's junk box at 
the NENA Show last Saturday." Again, "Harry Schwartz, who went to the Halpern Show 
loaded for bear ($35K they say) came away lamenting that he could buy nothing." 
and, "Harry Schwartz spoke to the Pitchfork Coin Club in Cacophony, IN, Tuesday 
last. In response to a question from the floor, HS said, 'Yes, Randall Hoard coins 
are disappearing. They are not nearly so plentiful as they were in previous years.' 
Asked where they all went, HS said, 'Type collectors and Red Book collectors have 
swallowed them all up. Many have been cleaned, and thus ruined. '" 

Now, as a newcomer to EAC, doubtless these enigmatic bits of intelligence fill 
you with admiration, but they must also leave you with a question or two. Such as, 

"Who the hell is Harry Schwartz?" If you were to read every syllable of the next 
six issues of P-W , you might only learn that he seems to appear at every show and 
sale in every corner of the country. Beyond that you will learn nothing. Unless 
you count references such as, "Met HS for light supper after the Second Session. 

It was 2 AM. HS was still raving about the lovelies." If you did not know that 
this was anent the Norweb extravaganza, you would have had visions of the Strip 
in Lost Wages. Still, you cannot know whether you have learned that Harry Schwartz 
takes light suppers at 2 AM after two sessions, or whether Herb Silbenran does. Or 
Harry Salyards. Or, whether you are reading a typographical error. 

Your next question might be, "What is a Lot? Have I paid dues to a real estate 
club?" You have not. But you have not joined a semantics club either, because a 
lot almost always consists of only one coin. However, you will be heartened to 
know that two or more coins offered together, are also known as a lot, so that logic 
has not been abandoned altogether. 

However, with this revelation at your disposal, do not presume to hold up one 
coin to a dealer and say, "How much for this lot?" He w/ill assume you have taken 
leave of your senses, and he will pay attention to someone else. 

"Oh, I get it," you will say, "they mean item, as in Item 393." No, they don't. 
They mean Lot 393, and they will say so forever. 

A similar charming but erroneous usage is, "JDW added another Sheldon to his 
cabinet at MSNA last week." Your reaction might be, "Ah so, I have seen Q. David 
Bowers and similar high-powered types use that expression. I better get a cabinet 
for my wide-ranging Late Dates." Wrong. Don't do it. Someone is already casing 
your place as you read this. 

The word cabinet is used to make us sound like Nineteenth Century numismatists. 
Actually, it sounds as if JDW last week appointed a new officer named Sheldon to 
his roster of advisors and executives. Be that as it may, Ronald Reagan has a 
Cabinet; a coin collector has a strongbox, or a safe deposit drawer, or he is 
tempting those enterprising folks who follow us home from coin shows w/ith larcenous 
hearts. 
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Actually, there is a JDW who has a coin cabinet. But he does not keep his 
coins in it; he keeps foil pressings of his coins in his cabinet. The genuine arti- 
cles are secreted in a bank vault. The pressings are of course all made from 
gen uin e pre-WW II Hershey Bar tin foil. Beyond that, they have no value. 

But back to Harry Schwartz. You read that he picked a nice 1828 N-10 out of a 
dealer's junk box. This does not mean that HS is light-fingered. He probably paid 
something for it. The word picked in this case means cherrypicked. That would seem 
to clear things up, but it doesn't. It implies that the dealer is a dupe and that 
Harry is smart as a whip. He is operating under the precept Caveat Sellor, which, 
taken to its logical extreme, means that if you see a dealer drop a coin on the 
floor, you should put your foot on it until he turns away. 

I do not say that you should disdain cherrypicking , only that you be aware that 
it is only one foot away from stepping on a seller's coin. I seem to recall that 
either Thomas Babington Macaulay or John Stuart Mill said, "Govern your life as if 
everything you do will be displayed on the front page of The Times tomorrow morning." 
To most folks, I suppose this admonition carries no weight. Benjamin Disraeli, 
for example, knew both of these men, knew of their advice, and did not care a fig. 

He announced his shenanigans on the front page of The Times on his own behalf. 

The same thing happens in P-W . The cherrypicker gloats in these pages, "A 
man's knowledge is worth something." It is almost as if it is hoped that the dealer 
will read it. But suppose someone in EAC picked an R7 which was labelled R3 at 
Chris McCawley's table at a show. Would he publish it in the next issue of Penny- 
Wise? He might, but he probably would not mention Chris McCawley. 

But I neglect Harry Schwartz. It is implied jocosely that Harry was over- 
exuberant in paying $1800 for an R4. "Where," you wonder, "is the joke here?" And 
you will be right. If the coin in question is an 1830 N-6, Small Letters, it could 
be worth $1800. If it is any 1793 R4, it almost certainly is worth $1800. To see 
the humor, as they say, "Ya hadda be there." But as we were not, and do not have 
the sale catalogue at hand, we cannot know that the Item 393 upon which Harry 
Schwartz squandered $1800 was an 1837 N-14, a button which closely resembles at 
least two other varieties and which, to quote John D. Wright, "is generally recog- 
nized by its faint, washed-out legend." In plain English, the 1837 N-14 is a 
singularly unhandsome coin. 

The joke then is that Harry Schwartz paid 18,000 cents for a penny which is 
undistinguished in any way. But what the joker does not dwell upon is that he paid 
it after strenuous bidding, and the other bidder was willing to spend about 17,000 
cents for the coin, increments probably being in the range of $100. That is what 
makes the price: not the rarity, but how many folks want the coin, and how badly 

they want it. As an R4, there might be as many as 200 N-14s or as few as 76 in 
existence, but at the time of the sale, only one was being offered, and two fellers 
"needed" it enough to pay $1700+ for it. 

This puts me in mind of the day last March when Bill Smith presented himself 
unannounced at my unpretentious lodgings to pass on a message from another EAC'er. 

We chatted at some length as copper fanciers will do. Presently the future of 
variety collecting arose and Bill Smith transmogrified himself into William R.T. 
Smith, former President of EAC, 1979-1981, and delivered himself of the following 
pronouncement: "Variety collecting? What is all the consternation about? Why, 

if a man wanted a complete variety set, he could just go out tomorrow and buy it. 

It's a simple matter of money." I saw that I had been looking at the question too 
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narrowly. I took away the can of Nehi Root Beer I had given Bill and rushed out 
for a liter of the best cognac my neighborhood has to offer. 

T her e is an enduring instinct for acquisition in folks which is almost beyond 
expression. I knew a string— saver who died and left two great boxes filled with 
string. One was labelled "String, " and the other was labelled "String Too Short To 
Save." Do you have some common Lincoln Wheat Cents socked away somewhere? Those 
are "Cents Too Short To Save." I firmly believe that all such truck should be spent, 
but I cannot force myself to do it. I have a jar of them somewhere, going back^ 
into the teens. I would give them to anyone who is filling an album, but I don't 
know anyone. I would stop strangers on the street if I thought they would start 
collecting, but they vrould probably just stash them away as I have done. This is the 
instinct for acquisition. Its existence is proved by the fact that we cannot seem 
to leave the hobby permanently, whatever outrages are corrmitted by collectors and 
dealers alike. 

I think it was George Bernard Shaw who wrote, "Religion was coming back upon 
the people with such fervor that the Church of England itself could not stop it." 
Substitute coin collecting. Coin World , and ANA as you wish into that sentence and 
you will catch my drift. 

Now, as to Harry Schwartz's comments about the Randall Hoard, it's probably 
news to you that Tony Randall collects coins, though it may be no surprise that he 
cleans them. However, that is not the Randall Hoard in question. Shortly after 
the Civil War some rustic layabout in a little Georgia town discovered one or two 
kegs of large cents under a railway platform. The kegs are supposed to have held 
about 14,000 cents. They were uncirculated cents of 1816 through 1820. To this 
day I cannot walk by a railway platform without looking underneath. 

Somehow the coins ended up in Norwich, New York, in the hands of John Swan 
Randall, a numismatist who lived there. Most of the cents were dated 1818 and 1820. 
Some years ago these cents were easy to come by. A drug on the market is the 
expression which comes to mind, but somehow it does not fit this kind of merchandise. 
Unfortunately, years ago ignorant dealers and collectors cleaned many of these coins 
to make them bright, and so despoiled them. 

Harry Schwartz, holding forth in Cacophony, IN, allowed that Randall Hoard 
cents are disappearing, that they are not so plentiful as in previous years. It is 
a technicality, but it should be said, that Randall cents are probably as numerous 
as they were many years ago, except those lost in fires, avalanches, and otherwise 
in transit. Also, generally speaking, Randall cents never circulated as currency, 
only as collector's items, and many have been abused and mishandled by the keepers 
of the heritage. What Harry Schwartz fails to say is that Randall cents are in 
collections and dealers' stocks and simply do not come on the market as often as 
they used to do. Still, these mint state coins are not rare. They may be expensive, 
but that is because of demand. They are highly desirable.

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THE DECEMBER M & R COPPER AUCTION 


Ed Masuoka 

The December 7, 1987 copper auction held by McLaughlin and Robinson in Vienna, 
Virginia brought EAC'ers from all over the country. Seme EAC'ers in attendance were 
Doug Bird (California) , Rod Burress and Larry Briggs (Ohio) , Chris V. McCawley 
(Oklahoma), Don Valenziano and Rod Widok (Illinois), J. R. Frankenfield (Florida), 

Ray Rouse (Missouri) , Tom Chalkley (Virginia) and the local DC-MD-VA crowd (Jack 
Robinson, Joe Kane, Carl Ostiguy, Terry Hess, Steve Ellsworth, Mike Packard, Julian 
Leidman, Jim Young, and Ed Masuoka) . By the time the auction began there were 
forty floor bidders, and the atmosphere was one of friendly competition. 

The auction lots included collector coins in all grades from AG-3 to MS-63 with 
rarity ranging from R1 to R7. The first significant rarity was an 1802 C-l (the 
reverse of 1800) half cent, a porous Good-5 with all the diagnostic features visible. 
After spirited competition the coin went to Larry Briggs for $7,800, bidding on 
behalf of a client. The next rare half cent was an 1804 C-2 with VG sharpness, 
net graded to Good-6 due to porosity. It was a late die state with the ERTY cud 
and a weak date. The coin was ex-Herb Silberman, Jim McGuigan, and Jack Robinson. 
What would it bring? Copper Quotes lists a Good-5 at $4,500 but that was before a 
nice VG turned up at Long Beach, and another was reportedly found at the York, PA 
show in November. The answer was not long in coming. The lot was hammered down at 
$4,750 to Julian Leidman for a client. The last half cent rarity was an 1805 C-2 
(rarity 6) , the toughest small five with stems, grading Good-5. The coin had decent 
eye appeal and went to a prominent Florida collector for $2,500. Some other notable 
half cents were an 1802 C-2 grading VG-10 to F-12 with nice brown color to the book 
for $1,350, an 1804 C-7 F-15 to VF-20 with rim cud for $740 to the book, and an 
uncirculated red and brown 1833 C-l to a floor bidder for $402. 

After a brief break the auction continued with the large cent lots. The third 
large cent lot was a 1794 S-17a grading EF-40 on a nice brown planchet. The coin was 
the finest known of that variety in collector hands, and belonged to the auctioneer 
Jack Robinson. Before opening the bidding on the lot Jack gave a short history of 
the coin and its chain of ownership. The coin opened at $10,200 and was bumped 
immediately to $25,000. Four or five bids later, a local real estate investor 
purchased the S-17 for $28,000. This particular individual was looking for a 
significant coin for investment purposes and attended the auction specifically to 
buy the S-17. But what about the price realized? Was it high as some suggested, 
basing their remarks on CQR 's 3 through 5 (12-31-85 through 12-31-86) which listed 
the value of an S-17 in EF40 at $22,500? Or was it low, based on the $35,000 price 
quoted in CQR 6 (7-31-87)? Whatever the case, an EAC'er was the underbidder at 
$27,500. Some highlights of the Early cent lots were lot 139 a 1794 S-32 in VF-35 
at $1,375, lot 142 an S-67 at $1,675, lot 143 a 1794 S-69 VF-20 at $910, lot 284 an 
1802 S-237 choice XF-40 at $775, and lot 324 an 1804 S-266b VG-10 at $902. Nice 
uncirculated middle dates, rarity 1 and rarity 2, were selling in the mid-three 
hundreds to low-four hundreds , which was only a few dollars over the CQR for choice 
AU's. The exceptions were an 1831 N-6 in MS-60 which went to the book at $643 and 
an 1837 N-3 in MS-60 to the book at $451. Tough middle dates were bringing CQR 
prices: $610 for lot 414, an 1827 N-10 R5+ in choice VG-8, and $380 for an 1830 

N-6 R4 graded VF-25. Late dates also followed CQR with nice low grade R4's and 
R5's selling in the $10 to $50 range. High grade R4's in choice AU sold in the 
low three hundreds. 
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The total prices realized in the sale were $112,619 for 577 lots. Three 
hundred thirty nine lots sold to floor bidders for $83,934, two hundred one lots 
sold to the mail for $20,861 and thirty seven lots were bought back by their 
consignors for $7,824. The auction ended some time between 10 and 11 p.m. I wasn t 
keeping close track of the time because, like a lot of collectors, I was busy chat- 
ting with friends about half cents, large cents, and those lots that got away.

3:45 a.m. -December 5, 1987. Well, I'm up and getting ready to drive to 
Louisville for our club's annual coin show. Lovely hour ! 

— I have arrived at the hotel to find the usual calm, organized staff 
with every table in place and all electrical outlets working. Well, not quite. 

The above scenario only happens to other Bourse Chairmen. I walked in to find only 
9 tables out of 39 up, no electrical at all, and the soon-to-be-removed portable 
dance floor still down. Imagine— 2 hours and 15 minutes from now, 39 dealers 
will be here ready to set up and plug in their lights. Hey, Carolyn, is the bar 
open yet? 

8:10 a.m. — In walks a dealer who looks strangely like the long-lost Jim 
Corrado. I guess the rumors of Jim's untimely demise were somewhat premature. 
Finish chatting with Jim and in walks Jack Borckardt who calmly inquires as to 
whether his cheap help, namely me, has him unloaded and all set up yet, and by the 
way, where's the coffee? 

10 a.m.— Well, believe it or not, all the dealers are set up when the public 
starts to come in. EAC'er Rees Kinney from Greenville, KY comes in and comes over 
to Jack's table to upgrade some large cents; we spend a happy hour with him and 
Jim Corrado, who looks up at least once per half-hour to check that his table is 
still there. 

Noon — Get out from behind the table to see what is here. Find a 1833 N-2 with 
good color in VG and buy it. (Not a tough coin, but a nice planchet.) Still have 
only one security guard, though we contracted for two. Nice crowd here today. All 
the dealers I talk to say everyone is trying to buy if they can. Stop and admire 
Paul Padget's goodies: He sure has some nice copper, but mostly out of ray price 

range. 

2 p.m. — In walks Robbie Brown: you could see that red tie at three miles by

ADVENTURES OF A NOVICE COLLECTOR

My Large Cent collection was started 4 years ago when I had completed my Lincoln 
and Indian Head cent collections. I was looking for something new to collect, and 
spotted a 1854 cent in a local coin shop.

I hope that Tom Reynolds and others continue to advertise in Coin World and.

to hear about EAC!

Mcst of the lots had problems and were over- 
graded, as is usual with a small general auction. Nearly every lot went over our 
estimates with the only bargains being the large unattributed group lots: in one 

of these, Tom Wagemaker discovered a low-grade 1849 N-16. He also found both the 
second known 1854 N-28, and a 1853 N-31 in a miscellaneous junk box on the bourse 
floor. 

Naturally, most of the floor activity centered around the out-of-town copper 
dealers, with we "locals" waiting for a space to sit and look through their stock. 

Bill Daehn won the best of show honor for his display of "Coinage Through the 
Ages . " 


The large cent highlight of the show was probably Bob Schick's purchase of a 
very nice obverse brockage of an 1817 N— 12 from a local dealer , which he showed to 
several of us.

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LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 


JOHN M. FOREMAN, SR. writes. 

Regarding Alan Weinberg's piece in the November P-W , the tone is obviously one of 
disappointment over not having been a successful bidder at the Norweb auction. 

Having collected New Jerseys myself for several years, and having been an unsuc- 
cessful bidder on many occasions, I can relate very well to how he must have felt. 
However, I must take exception to the extent that he has abused his literary licence. 
You as Editor should share in the responsibility of protecting all members of the 
numismatic community from being unknowingly exposed to unwanted publicity. To write 
and publish the cities of residence of collectors who have just spent hundreds of 
thousands of dollars at a public auction is totally out of line. Having been in 
the coin business for twenty years, I can assure you that collectors like these 
people do not seek publicity; they leave that for the dealers who purchase for 
immediate resale. . .Granted, some could care less at having their names and cities 
of residence published; however, I am sure that there are others who, if asked if 
their names should be printed, would be compelled to say no. As to why none of 
them has complained to you, perhaps they are responding to the authors... As Editor 
you must assume the responsibility of not exposing a collector to a violent crime, 
such as the tragedy reported upon by Ed Rochette in the November Numismatist , 
because of an ill-conceived article, no matter who the author may be. 

DENIS LORING writes, 

I just finished reading Alan Weinberg's writeup of NOrweb I. He trashed Andy Hain 
pretty thoroughly; if I were Andy, I'd be ticked. Did this give you any pause when 
you saw the article? I think it skirts the line pretty closely. 

ALAN WEINBERG writes. 

Thank you for sending me a copy of your letter to Mr. Foreman... If you'll check back 
a few years, you'll find extensive reviews/commentaries I did on Stack's Roper and 
Picker sales, in the same vein and similarly unedited by your predecessor. In a 
few prior cases, where I knew a collector wanted to remain anonymous, I did not refer 
to him. Again, I must say I am not frustrated and am rather relieved I did not pay 
the prices I bid up to that night. As I distinctly recall, the day after Norweb 's 
colonial session, the stock market fell 508 points. I simply wrote the auction as 
I saw it, and following discussions in New York with other collectors and dealers... 
Andy Hain is new to the auction scene, was introducing himself at the sale (including 
his home town) , and certainly was a prominent bidder, sitting in the front row. ..His 
public bidding was public knowledge. . .Nonetheless, while I think "names named" in P-W 
do not get the "burglar exposure" that names in Coin World or The Numismatist get, my 
next review will not be so particular as to identities . .'. 

RICK LEONARD writes, 

I enjoyed your editorial in the November Penny-Wise , the one in which you describe 
EAC as an oasis of sensibility amid the increasingly troubled world of coins. But 
reading further I found pages tinged with enough ill will to give one, at least with 
respect to your point, pause. 

Hugh Cooper laments that not enough is written for beginning collectors, that too 
much attention is paid to heavy-duty coins and esoteric topics. (Well, write what 
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you like, Hugh, for whom you please. You do it better than almost anyone else — so 
well, in fact that you have no need to hurl dead cats, fat or otherwise. Talk of 
"snobbishness," "magnates," and ignoring of the new collector is demonstrably untrue 
and it diminishes your excellent point.) 

Herb Silberman complains that no one noticed when he discussed the 1808/0 Half Cent 
in the '60s. Yet now to Bill Weber's essay on same he responds, "Who cares?" (Et 
tu, Herb?) 

Brothers Silberman and Cooper have earned, at most, gentle reminders of the fable 
of the fox and the grapes. Done. Alan Weinberg's tantrum over his inability to 
buy anything at the Norweb sale is a different matter. 

Mr. Weinberg loses some claim to objectivity early on when he calls the Norweb I 
catalog superb (it wasn't). He blows the rest of it when he asserts that "collectors 
and dealers shake their heads in disbelief, calling it (prices) insanity." This, 
after he goes on for three pages about purchases made by and for some of the most 
respected names in copper .and colonials. 

Alan is entitled to express his view, however wrong-headed, but there are at least 
two reasons why no respectable journal should publish the gratuitous ad hominem 
attack you permit Weinberg on the purchaser of the Norweb Massachusetts Silver. 

First, the purchaser is not a public figure and he is engaged in economic (coirmercial?) 
activity. I think there is a legal question as to how far we ought to let anyone 
go in attempting to diminish the efficacy/value/results of someone else's business 
activity. Lawsuits, even successfully defended ones, are expensive. 

Second (and by far the more important issue) , Weinberg may well be on the good side 
of the First Amendment, but he (and P-W derivatively) stray far below acceptable 
minima for any organization which desires to maintain standards of respectability, 
civility and class. 

Harry, if a contributor chooses to embarrass himself by turning shimmering Kelly 
Green in print, I'm for allowing it. But indulging one person's juvenile fit of 
envy has to stop somewhere short of another's dignity and reputation. And I'll 
wager you the value of the VF-30 S-255 you mentioned that a majority of the member- 
ship of EAC do not want to see Penny-Wise given over to uninhibited sandboxery. 

One further point worth pondering: Fifteen or more years ago there appeared on the 

Half Cent scene a collector who bought material at a stupendous rate and who paid 
breathtakingly high prices. Questions about the cogency of his strategy were 
(privately) raised by experts of the day. Today his collection is arguably the 
finest and most extensive in the World, and many of us wish we'd bought what he did 
and when he did. 

Please continue the fine job you're doing; Penny-Wise has thrived under your editor- 
ship. But as you compile our journal please remember that you are the keeper of 
our flame, the conservator of our hard-won prestige, and our first line of defense 
against that which would make EAC less than the oasis of sensibility it is. 
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Editor's Response: 


As Alan Weinberg rightly states, his articles have always "named names. The first 
of these which I edited, that on the Ezra Cole sale (MJ 5/86) , made me apprehensive 
on that account, and I edited a nurrber of references to individuals out of the 
article. No one who was left in complained. And so with Weinberg s next piece, the 
report on the Taylor collection sale (M* 5/87) , I left a greater proportion of the 
names in-and again, no one objected, even though I had subsequent letters from some 
of the gentlemen named on other EAC matters. 


Which brings us to Norweb. From this editor's perspective, such grand public occa 
sions take on an individual aura, both in the character of the writeups I receive, 
and in the verbal comments I hear from other EAC'ers. And, regardless of the 
puffery of the commercial numismatic press, the aura that came to surround Norweb 
was by no means favorable. The unanimous sense of the EAC'ers with whom I had com- 
munication after the sale was one of trying to salvage something from a disappointing 
experience. The disappointment, further, ran deeper than the mere taste of sour 
grapes. Mike Packard's piece in the last PyW touched gently but adversely upon the 
quality of cataloguing; another prominent EAC'er with whom I spoke proposed the 
'Dirty Loupe Award' for the grader of the half cent lots. 


Suffice it to say, I didn't hear coirments like these about the Robbie Brown sale! 

And so, we published the Weinberg piece, not in deference to individual pique, and 
not with the intent of "trashing" any individual, but as an essay toward intelligent 
commentary on the sale— though that include a discussion of the discrepancy between 
value and price paid on certain items. Even though value as a matter of incontro- 
vertible fact will remain elusive, as ably discussed in these pages by John Wright, 
value as a matter of group concensus remains a useful concept. If the concensus of 
a group of knowledgable EAC'ers has it that a coin I paid $10 for is worth $1000, 
it becomes newsworthy for P-W ; we call that "cherrypicking." If on the other hand, 
concensus has a coin valued at $10,000, and it suddenly sells for $50,000, we have 
an equally newsworthy item — though we might call it something less flattering. 


Unfortunately, the inclusion of names turned what should have been a market commentary 

into a $$$ -punctuated battle of egos, from which some were bound to emerge bruised. 

That, and the increasingly-compelling issue of security, lead me to state the fol- 
lowing as a matter of future editorial policy: 

1. I will accept first-person accounts of coins purchased, whether at auction or 
private treaty; 

2. I will allow references to acknowledged dealers, bidding on behalf of clients 
at a public sale; 

3. I will permit gently-ambiguous references in the third person, such as 'the 
coin went to a prominent Southern California collector after an intense floor 
battle' ; 

4 . I will not accept third-person references to specific purchasers without 
their advance written permission; 

5. I will not publish the name of any non-EAC'er, except as a reference to a 
guest at a meeting of EAC'ers. 
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The last of these is especially important, lest our perception of any individual 
as an Outsider cause a relaxation of those standards of civility to which our 
Members rightly aspire. Your carnnents are welcome.

STEVEN BIVENS writes. 

After reading Hugh Cooper's introductory comments contained in his article "Numi- 
scrutiny: A Column for Newer Collectors" and in addition your editorial, it appears 

that numismatics as a whole is, or will be in the very near future, subject to 
extreme difficulties. The reasons are obvious: 1) A great number of individuals 

participating in the current numismatic market are misinformed or in many instances 
uninformed. They lack even an elementary numismatic education. 2) The powers that 
be, in an effort to survive financially, have alienated themselves from the collector 
by promoting novelties and investment-oriented material. 3) The so-called "col- 
lectors" who crave Ike dollars, giant five-ounce silver rounds, and pandas have become 
disenchanted with unrealized profits. 4) The powers that be, again trapped in 
"dire financial straits," must rely upon economic seduction to reattract the 
"collectors" with new novelties and further, exaggerated claims of profit. Of course 
everybody is interested in an equitable return on his/her dollar; to believe other- 
wise would be foolish. However, listening to the melody of the Pied Piper is one 
thing, blindly following him is another. In other words, this is not numismatics, 
this is financial molestation. 

Fortunately, EAC exists. It does not promote trinkets that are founded in greed. 
Instead, it advocates three true numismatic conmodities: wisdom, camaraderie, and 

sustenance. After all, this is exactly what early copper is all about. 

JIM ROECKER writes. 

Looks as if your comments in P-W hit a sensitive spot (Editor's note: with Coin 

World , which printed an editorial rebuttal in its December 9 issue) . I agree with 
you: silver rounds will always be silver rounds, whether Garfield, Dopey, or whoever 

is pictured on the piece. As far as those who pay $1500 for an Ike dollar, well just 
remember that we in EAC have some crazy die-state specialists in our ranks. But 
still, I think EAC is the test, and I really do enjoy collecting middle date large 
cents. With luck, maybe some of the other cent collectors in my area will get 
interested in Garfield or Dopey! 

BOB O'LOUGHLIN writes, 

I don't mind being ignorant, but I don't like to stay that way. Would you explain 
to us newer EAC members what these "whist matches" are which I keep reading about? 
What's the object of the game? How is it played? 

Editor's response: This is the kind of question which should keep us all humble, 

especially on the issue of avoiding the kind of insider jargon that speaks only to 
insiders. Tb quote Dr. Sheldon, on page 336 of Penny Whimsy , 

The late Dr. George French, who brought together one of the most famous 
collections of early cents, loved to compare and match his collection 
against that of others. He invented a game which he used to call old 
cent whist. It was a game usually played by two and the idea was to 
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score points against an opponent's collection. Each of the known 
varieties, then numbering about 270, was taken up in order. You 
started with the Chain AMERI. variety, which is the 1-A of 1793, 
and you put your coin up on the table. Your opponent in turn 
produced his Chain AMERI. and the two pieces were compared to 
determine which was of superior condition. Possession of the 
variety, in any condition, counted one point. Possession of a 
piece superior to that of your opponent counted another point. 

So for each variety you could score one point, two points, or no 
points, as could your opponent. If you had the variety and your 
opponent lacked it, you beat him two to nothing. If he had one, 
but inferior to yours, you beat him two to one. If his coin 
about tied yours in condition, you each scored one point. Wagers 
could be laid both on total score, for the whole series of the 
early cents, and on scores by dates. 

Obviously, from the context of recent writeups in these pages, what was once a 
game for the early date cents exclusively has long since branched out into the 
middle dates. And while I'm not personally aware of any matches being played on 
the late dates, I'm sure it's only a matter of time. Still, the most memorable 
match to which I was ever privy was that between Tom Reynolds and Phil Ralls on 
the varieties of 1798, played out at EAC '84, and reported in P-W XVIII: 182, 1984.
